All 
Japanese steamers are completely full with Japanese 
civilians who are sailing for Shanghai to-day.

The statement in the “Sunday 
Herald” last week that response 
to the Government, invitation to 
local firms to nominate individuala 
for unti-gas training, was poor, 
was based upon a misunderstand- 
ing, and it is confidently antici- 
pated that the scheme will receive 
unanimous support. 

One of the main items in the 
course of instruction proposed 
will concern the construction of 
gas-refuge rooms which are con- 
sidered vastly more {important 
than the provision of gas-masks. 

REFUGES AT HOME 

A refuge-room, proof againat 
gas, can be constructed in any 
house. Tho majority of: tho ma- 
terlals required are in daily use in 
every household. 

The’ best place for the selection 
of a gas-proof room is the cellur 
or basement of a dwelling house, 
since in these places there is far 
less danger. from blast or splinters 
from high explosive. 

Tho only cases where gas-proof- 
ing may be impracticable is In 
largo and congested areas. Here, 
some scheme of evacuation may be 
the only practical solution though 
it is thought that if Hong Kong 
wore threatened, this problem 
would to an appreciable extent set- 
tle itself, with large-scale exodus 
of the Chinese population to Can- 
ton more-far. 

Although the provision of, pro- 
tection for civilians against gas 
attack from the air, in the, initial 
stages, at least, is the most costly 
of the alr raid precautions to be 
taken by the Government it pre- 
sonts 0 less difficult problem than 
othors which have to ‘bo faced.

Anticipating The 
Future 


There appears to be two ways 
whereby the desire for peace, 
which is tho sincere'dosire of the 
British people, (apart from’ that 
minority which seeks only finan- 
cial profits from armaments) can 
be fulfilled. The first is along the 
lines of the present policy of 
armaments, If Britain can mnke 
her armed power of such terrific 


self-destruction wHich it .has in- 
herited from centuries of associa- 
tion with capitalism. Unless it 
sheds that inheritance it will aid 
and abet .the. conflagration in 
which capitalism threatens to 
overwholm tho world. 

Christianity alone can proyont 
that catastrophe by the creation 
in thought and deed of a new so- 
cla] ordor, on order in which war 
can have no place. 

Sooner or later our age will 
have to choose between the reli- 
gion of Jesus, which means shar- 
ing, fellowship, peace, and capi- 
taHam, svhich inlvolves ‘ exploita- 
tion, autocratic power and war, 
The fear of war and social exter- 
mination {s driving men and wo- 
men of all erceds, political and re- 
ligious, to look for a way of sal- 
vation. Here is the Christian's 
opportunity. 


dimensions and effictency that no . 


other. nations will dare oppose her 
when she commands them to dis- 
arm, then she may succeed. 
sho can become strong enough in 
physical force to intimidate such 
nations as Germany, Italy and 
Japan, and enforce her will to 
Peace upon them, then her present 
policy will be valid. If she is un- 
able to do that, for economic rea- 
sons or any others, then her pre- 
sent policy must stand sclf-con- 
demned. In other words, if Bri- 
tain can so use material force to 
create the’ real future then her 
present way is good. Force, in it- 
self is not of the devil, it has con- 
tributed much to the development 
of the civilisation we at © present 
possess, but the question we must 
ask ourselves. is, is.the way. of 
armed force tho right method to 
anticipate the future? 

The difference between the past 
and the present in thia respect is 
that whereas the rullng classes in 
former times could arrange their 
wars and yet survive, to-day they 
must choose between. war and sur- 
vival. But an ¢ven more embar- 
assing dilemma confronts them, 
and not only them but overyono 
of us; if our clvillsation is to sur- 
vive it cannot survive in its pre- 
sent social and economic form, 
that is to say, it cannot survive as 
capitalism which is based. on in- 
equality and oxploitation. 

Already that truth fe being per- 
ceived ‘by the ruling classes and 
it is'giving rise to despair, and it 
would appear that instead of fac- 
ing that fact bravely, and antici 
pating the future reasonably, they 
are mercly taking refuge behind 
in 
the past, but which has now be- 
come one of thelr worat enemics— 
the politics of foar, fear which 
they are afraid to examine. It is 
the fear which has invaded the 
minds of our rulers which fs creat- 
ing armaments, fear masquerad- 
ing os a desire for peace. Their

This so 
infurloted the ruling class thac 
Walpole prepared a bogus play of 
violent? character, and, using this, 
frightened Parliament Into rush- 
ing through the notorious Licen- 
sing Act (1737) which established 
the play censorship we know to- 
day. The Act finished Fiolding as 
a dramatist and turned him to no- 
vel writing, of which:the outcome 
was his masterpiece “Tom Jones”. 
The Act also effectively killed Bri- 
tish drama for generations.

O give you a brief idea of the 
T basie composition and the 
beginning of the energising of 
the various portions of the body 
it ia firat necessary to understand 
that the body as a whole, acien- 
tifeally spenking, is a compact 
mass of chemical compounds: ar- 
ranged aceording to a definite 
scheme of Nature. These com- 
pounds are numerous’ indeed, but 
all are made up of differing com- 
binations of the chemical — ele- 
ments that are found in the hu- 
man body, These elemgnts, thir- 
teen in number, are oxygen, 
hydrogen, nitrogen, carbon, ¢hlo- 
rine, fluorine, phosphorus, — cal- 
cium, potassium, sodium, sulphur, 
magnesinm, and iron, Some other 
eluments, such as silicon and io- 
dine, are also’ found, though in 
very amall quantities, Still, they . 
muat be supplied for the body to 
keep functioning correctly. 

The combinations of — these 
elements, are divided Into ‘two 
chemical groups, termed the or- 
sunic and the  inerganic com- 
pounds, The organie compounds 
are those that do not contain car 
bon, Thus albumen, which — is 
composed of nitrogen, hydrogen, 
carbon, oxygen, suphur and phos- 
phorus, ig an organic stibstance. 
Calcium phosphate, which makes 
up nearly sixty per cent. of the 
human bone,.is composed of cal- 
cium, oxygen and phosphorus, 
having no carbon it is an inor- 
ganic compound. We get suppli- 
ed with our required substance 
through food. The organic pro- 
viding foods are divided into 
thre classes, as follow: 

1, Nitrogenous Foods: com- 
monly-called — proteins-Albumen, 
fibrin, casein, gluten and gelatine. 
Albumen is found in its purest 
state in the white of egg; fibrin 
ix the substance in blood that 
causes its coagulation when ex- 
posed to the air; casein is the 
valuable principle of cheese, and 
gluten of the graina; gelatine is 
obtained from the bones and the 
fibrous tissues of animals.

The Carbohydrates:— The 
starches, dextrin and. sugars. 
Fats and carbohydrates contain 
no nitrogen and are, therefore, 
enlled non-nitrogenous foods, For 
convenience’s sake, alcohol, téa, 
coffee and cocon are classed as 
non-nitrogenous foods, but are 
appropriately set in a clasa by 
themselves as stimulants, With 
the exception of cocon, there is no 
real food value in'the stimulants, 

_The foregoing are all organic 
foods, but, there are two classes 
of organic substances that are 
now known to be foods in the 
strict sense of the word, since it 
in necessary for the welfare of 
the body that they he supplied. 
These are the vegetable acids, 
such as acetic, citric, malic and 
tartaric; and such salts as sodium 
chloride (common salt), potas- 
sium chloride, and the phosphates 
of caleium and of magnesium, 
Caleium carbonate, or lime, ts 
also needed, 

Water, an inorganie substance, 
composed of the two gases, hy- 
drogen and oxygen, is absolutely 
necessary to the system, as it 
furnishes the solvent for, carry- 
ing all of the food values in 
fluids, Nearly seventy five per 
cent. of the body is water. - 

In the course of ordinary eat: 
ing and drinking we are kept 
plentifully supplied with all the 
requirements demanded by the 
hody for efficient. working, When 
the hody docs not receive a suf- 
ficiency of any ‘particular element, 
then the whole is impaired 
though actually sickness may not 
immediately result. Some notable

of the nonsinfectious diseases 
are directly attributable to an in- 
app. jate amount of — certain 
nutritional requirements, 

We have covered the elements 
of the body and their. external 
origin. Now fet us see just how 
these clements keep the body alive. 
‘irat you must know that we 

are made up of an cnormous num- 
ber of cells called protoplasm, the 
living substance of which all 
animal and vegetable tissues are 
formed, While It changes ac- 
cording to the structure of the 
tissue, IT shall try to describe a 
simple protoplasm, which resem- 
bles the white of egz, being 1 
clear, viseid fluid, oné quarter 
heavier than water. It is com- 
posed of at least twelve elements, 
sometimes more, but always in- 
cluding carbon, nitrogen, oxygen, 
and hydrogen, and usually phos 
phorus and aulphur. The proto- 
plasm ia always complex, but 
varies, being subject to chanye or 
differentiation, and forms muacle, 
xlands, nervous structures, bone, 
ete, Protoplasm is found in these 
structures as the main portion of 
cells, These cella possess the 

' powers of manifesting all phases 
of life shown by the body as o 
whole, such as taking nourish. 
ment, elimination, reproduction, 
and so on. 

In the human body the Nettle 
mass of protoplasm possesses a 
nucleus, or central body, which

has a definite form. A cell is 
made up of masses of nucleated 
protoplasm, which it very much 
resembles, Somewhere in the’ 
mass of the cell, usually near the 
centre, is a central body that is 
called the nucleus of the cell. On 


“the meshes of the nucleus may be 


found an enlargement known na 
the nucleolus. A nucleus may 
contain several of these nucleoli, 
or none at all, Often the proto- 
plasm at the outer edge of the 
cell may exist in such form that 


“ft virtually forms a cell, wall, or 


cell-membrane, 

All of the tissues of the body, - 
whether found in nerves, muscles, 
cartilage, bone, skin, ete, are 
made up of great numbers of cells 
in mass, All life is maintained 
through theae cells. The cells 
are constantly dying and are be- - 
ing replaced by new ones, Food 
is taken into the body in order 
that it may be converted into the 
nourishing fluids that are car- 
ried through the syatem to repair’ 
cells or to build new ones, [t has 
been explained, too, that water is 
needed as the solvent to make 
these nourishing substanees into 
fluids. Exercise is destructive of 
the cella’ that are all but worn 
out. Oxygen that comes into the 
blood through breathing is ab- 
sorbed by the strong cella cand 
burns out the waste dying cells. 
The blood and other fluids of the 
body carry away this burned out 
useless matter, to be cast out by 
the kidneys and other organs. 

Exercise not only helps to dea- 
troy the nearly worn ‘out cells 
throughout the exercised por 
tions of the body, but it quick-

Working unostentatiously 
on the fourth floor of China 
Building, providing treat- 
ment free of charge to all 
who care to avail themselves 
of it, is the Anti-Opium 
Clinic, which is doing excel- 
lent work among Chinese in 
many walks of life, to stamp 
out the degrading drug- 
habit. = 

Under the auspices of the Chin- 
ese Benevolent association, the 
Clinic has, since Its inception in 
February 1936, treated no fewer 
than 2,112 cases by means of Au- 
toserum Therapy which consists of 
na series of daily injections lasting 
for a period of two to three weeks, 
dependant on the hold the habit 
has obtained an its victim. 

Ina modified form, the treat- 
ment Is identical with that used 
by the Chinese Government in 
their efforts to stamp out the 
drug traffic in the north, and Is 
sald to be infallible.

On the cor- 
rect theory, therefore, that 1 show 
of some strength at this stage 
could not be misleading North 
made the nonconventional bid of 
four no trump, In my opinion tho 
choleco was well fqunded. The 
trouble was that South did not 
take the proper inferences from 
North’s.two bids. He should 
have realised that, after North’s 
initial negative response, a slam 
was out of the question: The fact 
that North lator showod somo 
scattered strongth did not in any 
way change this.
